SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Untitled/Little Girls Blue Part 2 In a Touch of Blue/Fantasex 
Island also known as Untitled\ Numbered 202 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication involves depictions of adults dressing and behaving as children whilst 
engaging in sexual conduct. It also contains a graphic description of a man engaging in 
sexual activity with a 15 year old girl. The youthful characteristics and young age of 
participants in the publication are intended to be sexually arousing factors. As such the 
publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. 

The publication also depicts women being threatened with acts of violence in order that 
they participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct. Furthermore a woman is drugged as 
part of a successful ploy to engage her in sexual conduct. The sexual acts and 
depictions of the women's fear and protest are presented with the intention of 
heightening the viewer's sexual arousal. As such the publication promotes and 
supports the use of violence and coercion to compel persons to participate in, and 
submit to, sexual conduct. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) does not apply to this 
publication because it has been determined that s3(2)(a) and s3(2)(b) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 apply. These provisions override s14 
of the NZBR Act because they are deeming provisions which cannot be given 
meanings that are consistent with the rights and freedoms in the NZBR Act. 
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
